Harding of Iowa, who is intensely

matters. 
After a 
splendid 
number by the 
college band and an invocation by 
Rev. E. O. Whitwell, President Lin- 
seheid introduced the speaker. In 
course of his rem arks Dr. Linseheid 
called (attention to the fact that the 
state now has 17,000 teachers of 
whom 11J}00 are members of the 
state association. 
Make the curiculum fit the pupil 
instead of making the pupil fit the 
curriculum, was the key note of 
Gov. Harding's address. He ,said his 
text was this: It is the duty of the 
state ^o furnish every boy and girl 
an opportunity in life to find what 
they are best fitted for and to qual- 
itfy them to do that thing well. 
He told of his experience in Iowa 
when governor and how a week of 
inspection of rural schools awaken­ 
ed him to the realization that al­ 
though everything else had advanc­ 
ed during the past 20 years, tho 
rural schools had not. This led to 
a campaign for better schools that 
resulted in a consolidation program 
that has revolutionized the school 
system of the state. 
As 
an 
example 
of 
fitting 
the 
course of study to a pupil, he cit­ 
ed an instance in his own .experi­ 
ence as a teacher. A 14-year old 
boy attending his school was still 
struggling along 
in 
the 
second 
reader and all methods of making 
him pay mention to his book fail­ 
ed. 
Finally the boy happened to 
see a drawing of a pump in a book 
on physics and at once became in­ 
terested. The teacher allowed him 
to go to the board and copy the 
drawing. The task was rather long 
but there was no need to repri­ 
mand the boy on account of neg­ 
lecting his work. He stuck to it 
and was able to give a fair demon­ 
stration 
of 
the 
working 
of

pump. With that start the boy ad­ 
vanced and is today a master me­ 
chanic on a street car system and 
not considered stupid by anybody.

Tlie twelve-hour work day is gradually being banned 


from America. Eight hours has been taken as a day's 
work from time immemorial. Eight hours for work, 
eight for sleep and eight for recreation and the aid of 
our distressed brothers should be the aim of every 
normal man. 


Naturally there are exceptions. There 
are 
times 


when it is advisable and even necessary to work for 
twenty-four or even thirty-six hours without stopping, 
but the general rule of working eight hours cannot be 
improved upon. 


It is refreshing to see how many of the big business 


men are coming around to this idea. In speaking of the! 
matter Arthur Brisbane in one of his editorials puts it 
this way:

of the land. The king was impressed at first, but finally joined 
the rest of the court in denouncing that nobleman as a traitor 
tu his class. 


"Only a little bit later the people took all the land anil 


divided it among themselves. The king was not there to see it; 
many of his nobles also were missing, their heads and bodies; 
separated. 


"When Mr. Rockefeller protests against the 12-hour day,
